"In a meeting held 1n Washington immediately after 
the march, the Students for a Democratic Society (SDS)--the campus 
and community peace and rights organization that initiated 
&nd executed the massive demonstration with the cooperation 
of most of the nation's peace and radical campus groups--issued 
a call for national on-campus protests to the war the week 
of May 3 to 8. Many other studert organizations are expected 
to join in sponsoring a series of loeally initiated demonstra- 
tions ranging from teach-ins and rallies to civil disobedience. 


"On May 9, SDS and other groups will meet at 
Swarthmore College to discuss action opposing the war. Planned 
for May 15 1з а 'nation-wide teach-in,' emanating from Washing- 
ton and brought to a large number of campuses through leased 
telephone lines and loudspeakers. 


` "Another outgrowth of the SDS Washington meeting has 
been the creation of a five-member committee to draw up 
‘contingency plans! for responding to continued U.S. escalation 
60 the Vietnam conflict. Тһе committee will make suggestions 
for specific actions by students in ‘retaliation’ for specific 
government moves to enlarge the war..."

| “пе SDS, however, in а statement а few weeks before 
the march, announced that the demonstration was in 'total 
rejection of American foreign policy.' It also went so 
far as to question the validity of the !вувбеш! governing 
that policy..."

The SDS Constitution states that it is "an 
association of young people on the left. It seeks to 
create an associated community of educational and political 
concern; one -.bringing together liberals and radicals, 
activists and scholars, students and faculty.” 


The "Jackson Daily News" a daily newspaper in 
Jackson, Mississippi, dated April 21, 1965, carried an 


article which stated SDS would sponsor a massive civil 
disobedience campaign throughout the United States on 

May 3 - 8, 1965, to protest the war in Viet Nam. The article 
quoted Paul Booth, National Director of SDS, as stating that 
during that week there will be sit-ins, lie-ins, marches 

and demonstrations with and without permits in some 65 cities.

through the united efforts of all democratic elements in our 
country, composed essentially of the working people allied in the 
unity of Negroes and other minorities with whites. We further 
fully recognize that the greatest threat to American denocracy 
comes from the racist and right wing forces in coalition with the 
most reactionary sections of the economic power structure, using 
the tool of anti-communism to divide and destroy the unified 
struggle of the working people. As young people in the forces 
struggling for democracy, we shall actively strive to defeat 
these reactionary and neo-fasciat elements and to achieve соп- 
Plete freedom and democracy for all Americans, thus onabling

CAN AMERICAN BERITAGE ASSOCIATION, 
rly known as Afro-American 
itage Association 


: A source advised on May 11, 1964, that the African 
American Heritage Association (AAHA) with headquarters at 306 East 
43rd Btreet, Chicago, Illinois, was known as the Afro-American 
Heritage Association until February, 1961. It was founded by 
ISHMAEL FLORY around 1958 and incorporated in the Btate of Illinois 
es a non-profit organization. It was founded ostensibly for the 
purpose of teaching African history and culture to American Negroes. 
-AAHA is strongly influenced by the Communist Party (CP) of Illinois. 
It 15 represented by both communist and non-communist members, and 
some people with strong nationalistic tendencies. This organization 
reflects CP policy on some issues and opposes CP policy on others; 
for example, the CP rejects the concept of Afro-American as a 
reference term to the American Negro and rejects aspects of nation- 
alism, both of which are reflected in the AAHA program. FLORY is 

a member of the Negro Commission, CP of Illinois, and theoretically 
under the discipline of the CP. He is the guiding force in AAHA 
and controls policy and decisions in AAHA. : 


CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, Chairman, CP of Illinois, in May, 1964, 
indicated that AAHA has tremendous potential; that there has been 
no "red-baiting" in its program or its membership; that the CP 
Should organize a concentrated drive to make AAHA a mass organiza- 
tion and try to build a core so that it could expand its facilities. 
He proposed a goal of $10,000 combined with a membership drive to 
begin in the fall of 1964. FLORY concurred with LIGHTFOOT and 
believed that with the support of the CP, AAHA could play an 
outstanding role. 


A second source advised on May 11, 1964, that in 1962, 
the south side area of the CP of Illinois worked with FLORY to 
organize AAHA chapters under the leadership of CP members. The 
&ims of this program included the reactivation of ex-CP members 
and recruiting of new CP members. The program vas shortlived 
and became defunct in 1963. However, the CP has currently been 
using AAHA headquarters for CP meetings. Many south side CP

groups have been working c3esely with ААНА, especially on

The May 4, 1942, issue of “Labor Action," then an 
official publication of the Workers Party (WP), carried ап 
erticle which reflected that the WP was formed in April, 1940, 
as a result of a split within the leadership of the Socialist 
Workers Party (ЗЕР The article stated that when the Hitler- 
8talin Pact was signed and Poland invaded, the minority group 
within the SWP, in proclaiming the formation of the WP, con- 
demned the pact as being imperialistic in nature and stated 
it would not support either imperialist camp. 


The April 25, 1949, issue of "Labor Action" contained 
an account of the Fifth National Convention of the WP, held 
March 24-27, 1949, in Rew York City, which reflected the 

change of name of the organization from the WP to the Independent 
Socialist League (ISL) in order to emphasize the character of 
the group as a propaganda group for the spreading of socialist 
ideas and mot as a full-fledged political party. 


The July 14, 1958, issue of "Labor Action," an 
official publication of the ISL, contained an article captioned 
"The ISL Program in Brief." The article indicated: "The ISL 
Stands for socialist democracy and against the two systems of 
exploitation which now divide the world: capitalism and Stalinism. 
The ISL, as & Marxist movement, looks to the working class and 
its ever-present struggle as the basic progressive in the labor 
movement and among all other sections of the people. There can 
be no lasting and genuine democracy without socialism and there 
can be no socialism without democracy." 


The Beptember 22, 1958, issue of "Labor Action" con- 
tained an undated statement signed by the Political Committee 
of the 181, which indicated that the 181, had been dissolved. 
The statement urged former ISL members to join the Socialist. 
Party-Social Democratic Federation (SP-SDF). 
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А source advised on October 10, 1958, that the Chicago 
Branch of the ISL, which was an affiliate of the national organi- 
gation, was dissolved in September, 1958, and all active members 
joined the 8P-SDF on October 9, 1958.

A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 
at 154 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 
time the name W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs of America was adopted. Approxi- 
mately 500 delegates from throughout the United States attended 
this convention. The aims of this organization, ав set forth in 
the preamble to the constituion, are, "It is our belief that this 
nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 
coexístence, complete disarmament and true freedom for all peoples 
of the world, and that these solutions will be reached mainly 
through the united efforts of all democratic elements in our 
country, composed essentially of the working people allied in the 
unity of Negroes and other minorities with whites. We further 
fully recognize that the greatest threat to American democracy 
comes from the racist and right wing forces in coalition with the 
most reactionary sections of the economic power structure, using 
the tool of anti-communism to divide and destroy the unified 
Struggle of the working people. Ав young people in the forces 
struggling for democracy, we shall actively strive to defeat 
these reactionary and neo-fascist elements and to achieve соп- 
Slot e freedom and democracy for all Americans, thus enabling 
. @@ch individual to freely choose and build the society ho would
